BERLIN, Jan. 20.—Following are 
texts of the letters Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler sent Hjalmar Schacht and 
Walther Funk when Schacht was 
replaced by Funk as president of 
the Reichsbank. 


To Schacht: 

“My dear Herr Minister: I take 
the occasion of your recall from 
the office of the presidency of the 
Rechsbank directorate to offer my 
sincerest and warmest thanks for 
all services you rendered for Ger- 
Many and for me personally in 
this position through long hard 
years. 

“Your name above all will be 
connected forever with the first 
epoch of national rearmament. I 
am pleased to be able to use you 
in your position as Reichsminister 
for the solution of new tasks. 
“With German greetings, 
“Yours, 


“ADOLF HITLER.” 


To-Funk: 
“Dear Herr Minister: I take the 
occasion of your appointment as 
president of the German Reichs- 
bank to express to you my sin- 
cerest wishes upon assumption of 
your new office. It will be your 
task: 
“First, to safeguard as hereto- 
fore in your office combining two 
important departments the abso- 
lute stability of wages and prices 
and thereby to continue to main- 
tain the value of the mark. 
“Second, to open up and t en- 
large in increased measure the 
capital market for private finan- 
cial needs. 
“Third, to bring to conclusion 
the process—begun by the law of 
Feb. 10, 19837—of transforming the 
Reichsbank, which was withdrawn 
from the supreme sovereignty of 
the Reich by the Dawes Pian, into 
a German bank of issue uncondi- 
tionally subjected to the sov- 
ereignty of the state, in 
with National Socialist Principles.

She 
was married in Dublin in 1911 
when Alois Hitler was a waiter. 
Last year Alois Hitler was reported 
running a cafe in Berlin.

MARTIN SUSPENDS 
UAW BOARD ANTIS 
AND SEIZES FILES 


Own Convention of Auto 
Workers to Settle Row 
Over His Leadership. 


GARST ONE OF 15 
DECLARED OUSTED 


Union Head and Aids En- 
ter Detroit Office Before 
Staff Arrives — Guard 
Says He Was Beaten. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Jan. 20.—Homer Mar- 
tin, union president, suspended -15 
members of the CIO United Auto- 
mobile Workers’ executive board 
today and announced he would call 
an international convention to off- 
set the one called for March 20 at 
Cleveland by his opponents in the 
UAW. 

Martin’s action, a result of a long 
factional fight in the union, was 
interpreted by observers as an open 
break that might divide the 400,- 
000 member union into two rival 
organizations. 

Martin’s announcement was made 
after he had seized »nd removed a 
number of union files from the in- 
ternational offices. 

Suspended board members con- 
tended it was unconstitutional for 
Martin to interfere with their ac- 
tions while the board was in ses- 
sion. To this Martin, who had 
conferred with his advisers most of 
the night before acting early this 
morning, replied: “The board was 
not in session when I acted.” 


Remaining Members to Meet. 


Call for the Martin-sponsored con- 
vention, which probably will be held 
ip Detroit is expected late today. 

rtin directed the nine remaining 
Members of the 24-man executive 
board to meet at 4 p.m. He said 
the convention might be held as 
early as March 1. 

Martin identified the board mem- 
bers he had suspended as: 

Secretary-Treasurer George F. 
Addes; Vice-Presidents R. J. Thom- 
as, Richard T. Frankensteen, Wynd- 
ham Mortimer and Ed Hall, and 
Board Members Charles Millard, 
Oshawa, Ont.; Delmond Garst, St. 
Louis; Morris Field, Detroit; Fred 
Pieper, Atlanta, Ga.; Walter Reu- 
ther, Detroit; Paul Miley, Cleve- 
land; Richard Reisinger, Cleveland; 
Ellsworth Kramer, Toledo, and Leo 
LaMotte and Tracy Doll, all of De- 
troit. 

Addes, Frankensteen, Mortimer 
and Hall were suspended and oust- 
ed from the union by Martin in a 
factional dispute last summer, only 
to be reinstated by a CIO mediation 
board. 

* Climax of Long Fight. 

Martin’s action came after the 
UAW executive board, in session 
here for the last 10 days, had 
stripped him of much of his author- 
ity as union head and had arranged 
for the special Cleveland conven- 
tion to settle “once and for all.” 
the factional strife within the 
union, 

Martin had charged “Communistic 
influences” in the board member- 
ship; the board had accused him of 
|“assuming power not granted by 
the union’s constitution.” 

In a letter to the suspended board 
members, Martin stated that the 
rest of the board would convene 
immediately “to make final and 
fair arrangements for a convention 
of automobile workers where the 
membership will be permitted to 
express its will and desire as to 
leadership, principles and policies 
of our organization.” 

He accused the s_spended mem- 
bers of violating the international 
constitution, and added: “By your 
action you have obstructed the 
progress of the union in making

Statement by Opponents. 

The anti-Martin board members 
issued a statement announcing they 
would “continue to protect the un- 
ion and its membership from gang- 
ster rule,” and that the convention 
they had called would “proceed in 
a regular democratic manner.”

CITY HALL FORCE 
SUFFERS ATTACK 


Overanxious Symptoms De- 
velop in Many Cases Due 
to Economy Inquiry. 


Visitors at City Hall, noting an 
‘unusual insistence lately that all 
city employes do their duty in busi- 
ness-like fashion have been told 
that employes are suffering from 
“survey jitters,” brought about by 
the survey, “with a view toward ef- 
fecting economies,” soon td be 
made. 


Some of the symptoms are: 

The building’s newsboy has been 
ordered to delay delivery of his pa- 
pers until 10 minutes before 5 
o'clock, rather than at 4 o'clock. 
Hard-working clerks might be 
tempted to read the papers if de- 
livered earlier. This, it is alleged, 
would make a bad impression on 
those making the survey. 

Street Commissioner L. Jean 
Gualdoni has issued an order that 
all street crews must report for 
work on time. The survey workers, 
he said, must not be led to believe 
that city employes are tardy. 

The first questions with which 
city officials greet reporters are: 
“When is the survey going to start? 
What are they going to do?” 

When asked about the various 
orders, Mayor Dickmann attributed 
them to “overanxiousness” on the 
part of department heads. The 
survey, for which $40,000 has been 
appropriated by the Board of Al- 
dermen, has not yet started. 


25 HURT AS RIVAL A. FL. 
UNIONS CLASH IN DETROIT 


Deliveries of Beer From Eight 
Breweries There Is Prevented 
for Third Day. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Jan, 20.—Twenty-five 
men were injured today in sporad- 
ic fightingein a dispute between 
rival American Federation of Labor 
unions which prevented deliveries 
of beer from eight Detroit brew- 
eries for the third day. 

Two hundred drivers broke 
through a line of 150 policemen in 
a street near the Eckhardt & Beck- 
er Brewing Co. and blocked the 
way of six beer-laden trucks by 
overturning two automobiles in 
their th. Glass was broken in 
the cab of one of the trucks but 
the drivers were not injured, 

The violence was precipitated by 
the announced intention of the 
brewers to resume deliveries today 
with drivers supplied by Brewery 
Workers’ Local No, 38, The other 
union involved in the dispute ‘is 
the Teamsters’ Union, to which the 
beer truck drivers have belonged. 

Circuit Judge Dewitt H. Merriam 
issued an injunction Wednesday re- 
straining the drivers from working 
unless they joined the Bréwery 
Workers’ union under a blanket 
closed shop agreement with Detroit 
breweries. 


NAZI PAPER STIRRED BY GIFT 
BY SPAIN TO MRS. ROOSEVELT 


Goebbels’ Angriff Criticises Report- 
ed Loyalist Present of Goya 
Etchings to Her.

BERLIN, Jan. 20.—Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels’ newspaper Der 
Angriff expressed irritation today 
over reports that Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt had received a gift from 
the Spanish Government. 

“Do you know,” the paper asked, 
“that Mrs. Roosevelt, first lady of 
ithe United States, receives presents 
‘from Barcelona? The so-called Red 
'Spanish Government sent her a col- 
llection of Goya drawings which it 
‘spirited away from Spanish mu- 
seums. Another embellishment for 
‘the salon in Washington! A re- 
‘turn present maybe will consist of 
a hand grenade.” 


Spanish Government authorities 
exhibited a specially bound set of 
Goya etchings in Barcelona last No- 
vember, which they said would be 
sent Mrs. Roosevelt with this .in- 
scription: “Mrs. Eleanor Reose- 
velt, souvenir of the Spanish peo- 
ple, autumn, 1938.”

—Property Valued in Ex-

NEW YORK, Jan, ®.—A one- 
time Broadway chorus girl—Helen 
Winthrope Weyant—receives one- 
third of the vast baseball and brew- 
ing fortune of Col. Jacob Ruppert, 
owner of the New York Yankees. 

Miss Weyant is one of the three 
principal heirs, the two others 
being his nieces, Mrs. J, Basil Mc- 
Guire and Mrs. Joseph Halloran, 
both of Greenwich, Conn. They are 
listed in the will, filed today, under 
their maiden names, Helen Ruppert 
Silleck and Ruth Rita Silleck, and 
they too receive one-third shares. 

That means that the three women 


become owners of the New York 
Yankees, which actually will be run, 
however, by a group of trustees, 

Ruppert’s entire fortune has been 
estimated to total between $30,000,- 
000 and $70,000,000. He died in his 
Fifth avenue home last Friday after 
a long illness. He was 71 years old. 

Miss Weyant, the will declares, is 
“sometimes known at Winthrope 
Wayne.” 

“Colonel's Very Dear Friend.” 

Byron Clark Jr., one of Col. Rup- 
pert’s attorneys, said she was “a 
very dear friend of the Colonel's, 
and I have met her socially. She 
is very charming.” 

At the offices of Chorus Equity, 
the A. F. of L. union to which 
chorus girls belong, it was said that 
a Winthrope Wayne was listed as 
a member and had appeared in 
several musical shows, among them 
“The Merry Malones” and “Three 
Cheers.” 

Rex Weyant, brother of Miss 
Weyant, said she had no knowledge 
of the bequest until she received a 
telegram this morning. He is as- 
sistant traveling secretary of the 
New York Yankees. 

He quoted her as telling him: “I 
didn’t know that Mr. Ruppert even 
considered me in his will. The 
first I learned about it was a tele- 
gram this morning. It was a 
dreadful shock to me and I am so 
nervous and upset that it is im- 
possible for me to talk to anyone.” 

Brunette, in Late Thirties. 

Weyant said his sister was in her 
late thirties. He said she was a 
brunette. A picture taken of her 
several years ago showed her hair 
was in straight cut bangs, framing 
decidedly youthful features.

Mr. Roosevelt asked for a special

There was a report 
among members that Lyday was 
here to take charge of the union, 
but Lyday, in a telephone conver- 
sation with a reporter said “that 
was not exactly right.” He would 
not amplify his comment. 

Lyday announced that he was 
here in response to a request for 
an inquiry made about two weeks 
ago by Nick, Last Friday Nick and 
State Representative Edward M. 
(Putty Nose) Brady were indicted 
on a charge of extortion in connec- 
tion with a payment of $10,000 to 
Brady from a “defense fund” col- 
lected in 1936 by an organization of 
movie theater owners. 

The announcement by Lyday was 
in the form of a letter addressed 
to the editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
which was handed to a reporter at 
the union offices, 4 South Eighth 
street. The letter said: 

“International President George 
E. Browne has sent me to St. Louis 
to thoroughly investigate the condi- 
tions in Moving Picture Machine 
Operators’ Local No. 143.

Tanker Carrying Mexican Oil 
Torn Apart; Cause 
Not Explained. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—A sudden 
and unexplained accident in mid- 
ocean which halved the 489-foot 
Norwegian motor tanker Jaguar 
was reported last night in a radio 
message which said 37 members of 
the crew were saved. 

The steamer New Orleans of the 
Roosevelt Steamship Co. sent word 
of the wreck to the Mackay Radio 
Co., but gave few details of the res- 
cue and did not say whether any of 
the crew were lost. A storm was 
raging at the time. 

The accident occurred last night 
midway between the Azores and 
Cape Hatteras. Another Norwegian 
ship, the Duala, effected the res- 
cue, picking up seven men from the 
forecastle last night and 30 more 
from the after part of the wrecked 
ship this morning. 

No inkling was given of the 
cause, the message saying the acci- 
dent occurred so suddenly that no 
radio call for help was sent. 

The Jaguar was built in 1928 and 
formerly flew the Swedish flag un- 
der the name of Nike. A vegsel of 
9827 gross tons, it sailed from Go- 
thenburg last Dec. 7 for Key West, 
Fila. Its last port of call was Mina- 
titlan, Mexico, where it loaded bulk 
petroleum. 

The Duala, a refrigerator ship, 
sailed from Seattle, Wash., for Lon- 
don and Rotterdam Dec. 28 with a 
cargo of apples. Her master was 
Capt. Rolf Larsen, who in 1916 
was decorated by the late King 
George V of England for heroism 
in heading a boat crew from the 
Norwegian steamship Maggie, which 
rescued nine men from a founder- 
ing British schooner off Cardiff, 
Wales.

IF WE SEEM a trifle balmy 
to the reader, we will pass the 
buck ‘to Sisler himself and to 
his association, an organization 
which, in recent years, has grown 
from a spark into a conflagration.

A Century of Progress. 


THIS IS CENTENNIAL year 
in baseball. Abner Doubleday 
formulated the fundamental rules 
of baseball a century ago and the 
clans will march on Cooperstown, 
N.-Y., a few months hence and 
pay tribute to the “Li'l Abner” of 
another day. 

And while they are thinking 
about it they may just as well 
give thanks for the development 
of this semi-pro baseball con- 
gress for, in a way, it is the 
biggest thing that has come up 
in the past century to aid the 
development of baseball ma- 
terial. 

With organized professional 
baseball showing a tendency to 
shrivel at the source of supply, 
due to softball and other games 
diverting interest from the boys 
and youths of the country, the 
semi-pro organization gives the 
game back to hundreds of thou- 
sands of players with a new in- 
centive to carry on.

West's 
main consideration should have 
been one of safety: that is, to avoid 
giving up any trick on the open- 
ing lead and to avoid the quick 
establishment of deciarer'’s tricka. 
The lead of a singleton trump us 
ually is wrong, but in this case 
(South having bid the diamond 
suit at the three level and North 
having supported), there wag very 
littie chance that East had a dia- 
mond honor which would be 
trapped by such a lead.
